The Gettysburg Times 
M iners’ Ultimatum T h re ttr n s to Clote 
Hard and Soft Coal Mines. 
Cincinnati. March 14.—More pay or 
all the coal mines tied up is the ulti­ 
m atum of the mine workers. 
Thom as I.. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine W orkers of North Am er­ 
ica. issued a statem ent in which he 
j declared th a t unless increased wastes 
are granted th e miners he will issue 
a strike order affecting hard and soft 
coal mines alike. He declares that the 
' men have $5,006 OOO for a strike fund. 
“The m iners are not talking strike. 
and don’t want to strike. 
But if a 
strike must follow a failure by this 
conference to agree upon a new wage 
scale, 600,000 men and every Industry 
dependent upon coal will be affected.” 
This wag the explanation 
offered 
later by Lewis of a statem ent credited 
to him earlier, to the effect th a t a 
strike was su re to follow the refusal 
of the coal mine ow ners to meet the 
dem ands of the men.

Chicago* March 14. — Practically 
every railroad system w est and south 
of Chicago has been notified by P re st 
dent W. S. Carter, of the Brotherhood 
of locom otive Firemen and Engine- 
men. th a t 25.00U firemen will strike 
unless the entire controversy Is s u b 
m ittcd to arbitration. 
The railroads up to this tim e have 
not been in favor of arbitration. 
Mr. C a rter’s letter of notification 
was 
indorsed by the B rotherhood’s 
com mittee, which represents the fire­ 
men on about 
forty-seven railroads 
west, northw est and southw est of this 
city. 


Position of Railroads. 


The railroads previously announced 
their willingness to arbitrate the in 
creased wage demand, which the fire 
men say would amount to about 12V4 
per cent. T h e other dem ands Involved, 
the m anagers say. concern discipline 
ond authority and are not open to ar 
titration. 
These points have to do 
with the 
promotion of firemen and 
questions whether, when they become 
enginemen. they are still under the 
jurisdiction of the Brotherhood. 
“ Does your letter mean that lf a 
satisfactory reply is not 
received a 
strike will be called?” Mr. C arter was 
asked. 
"It looks ver> grave,” he said. "W e 
are nearer a disagreem ent than we 
have ever been during the whole six 
weeks of conference. We do not want 
a strike. W e want the public to under 
stand that. 
As to our authority to 
strike, we have the vote of more than 
*n per cent of the men in favor of It 
MI of the answ ers we have received 
from the m anagers heretofore have 
been evasive.

Figures on Wages. 


There was given out for publication 
w hat purports to be the total amount 
of wages paid to railroad em ployes In 
the fiscal year ended Ju n e 30, 15*08. 
T hese figures. It is said, will be sub 
mltted by the railroads to the Inter 
state com m erce commission and will 
appear in the com mission’s report. 
Most of the year covered by th« 
statistics was a “ panic period.” and 
the tables are rem arkable, in a s m u c h 
as they show only a slight decrease 
over the high salary record year of 
1907. 
The am ount paid to labor during 
the year 
$1,035,437 582. which was 
an increase of 9.5 per cent over 1906 
and a decrease of 3.44 per cent over 
19i»7. 
Figures show a notable increase in 
the cost of labor compafMl to gross 
operating revenue and 
to operailn* 
e\p« rises. 
T here has been a steady 
aud consistent increase each succeed­ 
ing J ear. 
In 19u2 the percentage ut 
Jailor cost to revenue 
derived 
was 
38.2, as against 42.1 In the latest re 
port The percentage of labor cost to 
operating expenses in 19<>2 was 60.5 
while in 19oS It reached 62 
Engine drivers and firemen suffered 
a decrease in salaries in 1908 of slight­ 
ly more than 3 per cent, com pared to 
the preceding year. but even with the 
decrease the w ages showed an in 
crease of about 12 per cent over the 
wages paid in 1906. T he decrease and 
increase in conductors’ salaries for 
the sam e year w ere .066 and 14.53. All 
other trainm en’s earnings were cut 
down I Vt per cent from the earnings 
of 1907. but the 1908 figures show an 
Increase over the earnings of 1906 of 
16 per cent.

Philadelphia, March 14.— The tenth 
day of the sym pathetic strike and the 
twenty-iourth of the carm en’s walk­ 
out 
finds 
both 
sides 
struggling

maintain their position. 
W hile many 
who quit work to aid the carmen have 
et lim ed to their shops, many others 
walked out. 
S om e 200 carpenters at Disaton's 
•aw works 
in 
Tacony and 
several 
thousand 
brewery 
workers 
walked 
out. 
The milk drivers, the bakers, the 
grocery clerks and all other union men 
iti th*- city were railed out. How many 
responded will not be known until all 
reports are rereived. 
It is now ad­ 
mitted that 4000 men are out at Bald­ 
w in’s. 
A peculiar situation has developed 
i s a result of the strike against the 
Rapid Transit company. Last week at 
least 70,000 n on union em ployes of the 
various industrial establishm ents quit 
work to aid the carmen. Union organ 
h e r s have been busy among them or­ 
ganizing unions. As this city has long 
been known as one of the strongest 
non union cities in the country, many 
manufacturers are expecting trouble 
in the future. Many of the new unions 
have formulated 
demands 
that 
will 
soon be precented to the employer*. 


C ity Officials Intim idate Railroads. 


The city officials asked the Pennsyl 
van I a Reading and Baltimore & Ohio 
railroads to discontinue running local 
trains, trains that have been of much 
service to people living In sections of 
the 
city 
where 
the 
Rapid Transit 
com pany’s service was crippled. A rep­ 
resentative was sent to th e companies. 
In substance he said: 
“Now that normal conditions are be­ 
ing resumed on the 
Rapid 
Transit 
company's lines, the mayor and direc­ 
tor feel that you should discontinue 
the extra train service put on during 
the trolley strike and leave the local 
passenger business to he accom m o­ 
dated by th*- trolley cars, to which it 
belongs, They believe that, as the ne­ 
cessity for the extra train service has 
passed, the railroads have no right to 
continue it.” 
In one of the railroad office* It was 
stated to the city hall m essage bearer 
that the Reyburn-Clay proposition ap­ 
peared to be an attempt to force the 
passengers hack into the trolley cars. 
In a hurst of frankness, the m essage 
bearer admitted that this was so, and 
that the objects were to enable the 
Rapid Transit company to regain Its 
normal business, to protect the com ­ 
pany’s cars against violence by filling 
them with passengers, and to hasten 
the end of the trolley strike by pro­ 
moting a public demand for a full re 
• iTuition of service.

The Heading railroad’s reply was 
succinct and to the point; “Your sug­ 
gestion is utterly preposterous.” 
Tile Baltimore & 
Ohio reply wa* 
such a fiat refusal that the Reyburn- 
Clay m essage bearer lost hia poise and 
temper in the offices of tho superin­ 
tendent and was invited to get out. 
T hese three railroads are carrying 
thousands of passengers 
dally 
who 
haov hail no other m eans of travel 
during the trolley strike. 
After the German trades at a m eet­ 
ing expelled all the brewery worker* 
and agreed that they would not buy 
Philadelphia-made beer, the worker* 
announced ttiat they would Join the 
strike. 
The Central Labor union adopted a 
resolution calling upon all union or 
ganlr.ations and union men and worn 
en the country over to withdraw their 
deposits from all financial institutions.
